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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response, on May 16, 2008, to the Final Action on the Merits of this case 
mailed January 24, 2008, is acknowledged. Applicants' After Final Amendment is entered. It is 
acknowledged that Applicants have amended Claims 43. Claims 43 and 46 are pending and are 
hereby reconsidered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Claims 

Replace Claim 43 with: 

43 . —An isolated or recombinant p 1 ,4-N-acetylgalactosaminyl (GalNAc) transferase 
polypeptide that transfers a GalNAc residue from a donor substrate to an acceptor substrate; 

wherein the pi, 4- GalNAc transferase polypeptide is encoded by a polynucleotide 
comprised within a lipooligosaccharide (LOS) locus of Campylobacter that can be amplified by 
PCR using a first primer consisting of SEQ ID NO: 40 and a second primer consisting of SEQ 
ID NO: 41.- 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Beth Kelly on June 18, 2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 43 and 46 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
All allowable claims, Claims 43 and 46, are limited to isolated or recombinant pi,4-N- 
GalNAc transferase polypeptides that are encoded by a polynucleotide comprised within a LOS 
locus of a Campylobacter, wherein the LOS locus can be amplified by PCR using the primers 
SEQ ID NO: 40 and 41. The utility of said polypeptides, as having pi,4-N-GalNAc transferase 
activity, is credible based on the following. The specification discloses that the LOS locus from 
two strains of Campylobacter jejuni can be amplified using the primers SEQ ID NO: 40 and 41 
(pg 53, parg 4). Said amplified LOS locus of C. jejuni OH4384 comprises a polynucleotide that 
encodes an open reading frame designated "5a" (Table 3) as is set forth by SEQ ID NO: 17 
(sequence listing). The protein of SEQ ID NO: 17 has pi,4-N-GalNAc transferase activity as 
evidenced by expression in heterologous host cells and analysis by an enzymatic assay as well as 
analysis of a naturally occurring deletion mutant of C. jejuni OH4382 (pg 56, line 5 to pg 57, 
line 1 1 ; Example 4; Fig 1). It would not be undue experimentation for the skilled artisan to use 
the primers SEQ ID NO: 40 and 41 for identifying polypeptides having pi,4-N-GalNAc 
transferase activity from additional Campylobacter species. pi,4-N-GalNAc transferases have 
real-world application in the preparation of gangliosides (Blixt et al, 2005, Section 3.11), which 
can be used for making antibodies useful for the diagnosis and treatment of cancer (Birkle et al, 
2003; Livingston et al, 1998).
